Hi All, 
I jsut got the 38S in the mail today. As usuaual with any new kit I 


RIPPED the bag open and started looking. The very first thing that I 
noticed was no mag wire in the parts bag. Can't wind toroids without the 


magnet wire :-(. Can someone tell me if the wire was packed seperately? 
or is my parts bag just missing it? The plastic bag is in two halfs 
sealed, one half containing the parts and the other side containing the 
board. I have the time to start building it tomorrow but can't wind the 
toroids without the wire. Looks real good! I have some mag wire here 
left over from some other projects, but of course I did not label it. I 
have a buch that looks like it could be 24 and a little bit that looks 
like it coud be 26. Of course the kit takes 26. I am not even sure how 
much overall length I will need. 

The other question that I have is that I know there is a list of parts 
out there that I need for the 5 watt mod and the other recommended mods. 
I crashed my hard drive and lost all of the archived 38S messages that I 
had. I will check the Norcal webpage. I have the tick chip and plan on 
building the radio right off with the 5 watt mod and tick chip 
installed. 

By the way, I also got the complete TiCK keyer and installed it in my 
NW40. Nice keyer! Easy to install, easy to build and works really cool. 
I hooked up the pezio and then just turn off the pezio side tone when 
transmitting and use the internal side tone. USe the pezio for 
programming and it work cool. Will probably work the TiCK in the 38S 
that way. And no, I don't plan on installing the RIT. 

Any tips or tricks, pass them along! Can I get all of the parts I need 
at Radio Scrap for the TiCK and 5 watt mod or not? Anybody have an easy 
way to tell the difference between 24 and 26 mag wire without a wire 
guage or micrometer? Would it really matter that much if I wound the 
toroids with 24 instead of 26? (I know, 4th stupid question! )

The Gift of the Golden Fox 


Ok, nephew. Crawl up here in Uncle Bob's lap, and we'll have a story. Oh, you 
want to hear about when O1' Kenwood and I were young, do you? Well, ok. 


Let's see. I know, I'll tell you about the time O1' Kenwood and I dug for gold 
in the old Mother Lode goldfields out in California. 


No. Yes. I mean, No, I'm not making this up. Yes, we really did dig for gold, 
O1' Kenwood and me. 


There's a spot in the Sierra Mountains out there in California where a whole lot 
of gold has been dug up. You ever hear of the 49ers? No, not the football 
guys, these were gold miners. Miners dig in the earth to get stuff out, like 
gold. They came from all over the country to dig for gold in California. 


Well, they dug up a lot of gold a long time ago, but there's still some around. 
They called that area the Mother Lode country, ‘cause that was supposed to be 
where all the gold came from. They figgered if they just kept diggin' and 
explorin' they'd find the Mother Lode and be rich. 


Ol1' Kenwood and I were travelin' through the area years ago, just to see what 
was out there. ‘Course, Ol' Kenwood was young Kenwood back then, just growin' 
out of bein' a puppy. Kind of a teenager dog, you might say. Big head, long 
legs, big feet and a clumsy tail. Well, it was nice country, up there in the 
Sierras, and the diggin' and pannin' fer gold looked interestin'. So we decided 
to stick around fer a bit and see if we could find some gold ourselves. 


In some places gold was dug from tunnels into the mountains, some just came from 
holes in the ground, and some was dug out of stream beds. We found an old claim 
that had been abandoned, and figgered we could just dig around and see if 
anythin' turned up. We would dig during the morning and part of the afternoon. 
Kenwood was a big help, with those oversize feet he was still growin’ into, and 
boy, could he throw dirt.

Did you know that 
some kinds of foxes live in holes in the ground? Burrowin' foxes they're 
called. Anyway, this Golden Fox was supposed to be one of those. 


According to the story, the Golden Fox likes to dig his burrow where the ground 
is rich in gold dust, that's little tiny pieces of gold but a lot of them. 
Guess it makes the dirt looser and easier to dig. If you could see him in the 
daylight, he would have kind of a golden shine to him, ‘cause of all the little 
specks of gold caught in his fur. 


Well, there aren't a lot of Golden Foxes up there in the Sierras, or anywhere 
else, either. You're more likely to hear one than ever see one. Sometimes, you 
can hear them singing at night, out there in the wilderness, particularly on 
very quiet nights. They don't have as loud a cry as some other foxes, so you 
really have to listen for them. Kind of a QRP fox. 


Now, as the story goes, if you do hear a Golden Fox singin' in the night, you 
want to try to find him.

When the dirt was all washed away, we had 
a nice little pile of gold dust. Actually a lot more than we had dug up on our 
own so far. I put it in my little leather pouch, and young Kenwood and I hiked 
into town to see what we had. Went into the Assay Office where they weigh and 
buy the gold and had it checked. It was real gold, and we got a lot of money 
for it.

Feed is connected halfway between dipoles with twinlead or balun and 
coax. 

For optimum performance, the array should be erected horizontally a 
minimum 

of 1/2 wavelength above ground.When fed in the center, the array 
produces a bi-directional pattern. The array may be made directional by 
attaching the feed to one of the dipoles.The pattern will be directed 
towards the 'other' dipole. Connecting a string the length of 'B' 
between the ends of the dipoles will help keep the spaceing of the wires 
uniform. Computer modeling of these antennas at the 50 ft I had them 
erected at showed 6.3db gain on 40m and 9.6db on 20m. 

The idea to use these antennas came from a local ham, W5SB-Bill. He uses 
stacked versions of this antenna with great results. He frequently opens 
his 

shack to operators for many of the contests and his station never fails 
to 

perform well.

'B' Is an electrical 1/8 wavelength with a 1/2 twist between dipoles. 


I used random lengths of 450 ohm line to feed these antennas and had 
very 
good results with them. They are carefully rolled up and awaiting QTTF!

Licenses; Privileges 

12.21. Eligibility for License. The following are eligible to apply for 

amateur operator license and privileges: 

Class A - A United Staes citizen who has within five years of receipt of 
application held license as an amateur operator for a year or who in lieu 
thereof qualified under Section 12.46. 

Class B - Any United States Citizen. 

Class C - A United States Citizen whose actual residence, address, 

and station, are more than 125 miles airline from the nearest point where 
examination is given at least quarterly for Class B; or is shown by physician's 
certificate to be unable to appear for examination due to protracted disability; 
or is shown by certificate of the commanding officer to be in a camp of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps or in the regular military or naval service of the 
United States at a military post or naval station and unable to appear for 
Class B examination. 


12.22 Classification of operating privileges. Amateur operating 
privileges are 

as follows: 

Class A - All amateur privileges. 

Class B - Same as Class A except specially limited as in Section 12.116. 
Class C - Same as Class B. 


12.23. Scope of operator authority. Amateur operaors' licenses are valid only 
for operation of licensed amateur stations; provided, however, any person 
holding a valid radio operator's license of any class may operate stations in 
the experimental service licensed for, and operating on, frequencies above 
300,000 kilocycles. 

EXAMINATIONS - 


12.41. When required, Examination is required for a new license as an amateur 
operator or for a change of class of privileges. 


12.42. Elements of Examination. The examination for amateur operator privileges 
will comprise the following elements. 


1. Code test - Ability to send and receive, in plain language, messages in the 
International Morse Code at a speed of not less than thirteen words per minute, 
counting five characters to the word, each numerial or punctuation mark counting 
as two characters. 

2. Amateur radio operation and apparatus, both telephone and telegraph. 

3. Provisions of treaty,statute, and regulations affecting amateurs. 

4. Advanced amateur radiotelephony. 


12.43 Elements required for various privileges. Examinations for Class A 
privileges will require all four elements as specified in section 12.42. 
Examinations for Class B and C privileges will include elements 1, 2, and 3 
as set forth in section 12.42. 


12.46 Examination abridgment. An applicant for Class A privileges, who holds 
a license with Class B privileges will be required to pass only tthe added 
element, No. 4 ( see setion 12.42). 

Also noted, credit foor certain examination elements was given to holders

12.113 Individual frequency not specified. Transmissions by an amateur radio 
station may be on any frequency within the bands assigned. Sideband frequencies 
resulting from keying or modulating a transmitter shall be confined within the 
frequency band used. 


12.114. Types of emission. All bands of frequencies alloocated to the amateur 
radio service may be used without modulation(Type A-1 emission).

The licensee of an amateur station is authorized 
too use a maximum power input of 1 kilowatt to the plate circuit of the final 
amplifier stage of an oscillator-amplifier transmitter or to the plate 
circuit of a oscillator transmitter. An amateur transmitter operating with a 
power input exceeding nine-hundred watts to the plate circuit shall provide 
means for accurately measuring the plate power input to the vacuum tube, or 
tubes, supplying power to the antenna.

With several different posts regarding the losses inherent in 
different commercial antenna tuners, and the QST artical 
documenting the losses measured in four common units, I have 
wanted to find a chart which I have seen which states what 
the power losses are you aren't 1:1. 


My base antenna is a Gap vertical, which is under 2.5 to 1 
(often much better) in the different fx I use. So my question 
is, what are the losses from the mismatch as-is, so I might 
consider whether I am better off just accepting them, rather 
than taking on the losses from my tuner (10% minimum, it would 
appear) in order to be 1:1. 


The table I've seen states it simply - as in: a SWR of 1.8:1 
yields you XX% of your input power. Can anyone direct me to 
this table or send me a copy? Please e-mail me privately, and 
post to the group if you think it appropriate.

Yes, SSB QRP is tough, but not impossible. The other night as I was working 
on my 38S, I was listening to a local group on 75m ssb. Idecide to break in 
because they were discussing unique call signs. They liked mine, but they 


could barely copy me, and were not too interested in straining to hear me. 
OK, so I tuned around. Wall to wall KWs (or more). Another round table qso of 
very loud signals was just ending. One of the calls was a W7, so on a whim I 
called him. No reply - called again, again, again. One of the other 
participants in the qso, a VE3 said "Hey Bob, someone's calling you - give a 
listen. So he did, and I called several more times, announcing I was running 
5 watts - no response. The VE3 again said "Hey Bob, the guy is qrp!" My hat 
is off to Bob - he said "probably looking for Wyoming for QRP WAS - keep 
trying". So after several more tries, we made a valid qso, in fact the band 
came up to the point where he said I was S7 on his meter and very solid copy! 
I mentioned I had been working on the 38S when I heard them, and he wanted to 
know all about it - I'm sending him info. This was a great example of how 
important the guy on the other end is to successful QRP, and how gentlemanly 
MOST hams are in this regard. Don't think you can't do it with QRP - I used 
to think this kind of QSO on 75m ssb at night among the giant signals was 
impossible - not so! Also, think about it - when these QRO roundtables end, 
the result is usually a very nice clear wide open spot in the band! Patience, 
patience, - pounce CQ CQ QRP etc.

Hey Gang, 

Thanks for all of the great replies to my question about antennas in 
the field. I have gotten some great responses and I have decided on 
trying 3 of them from the house and seeing which one I like the most. 

One of the antennas is the off center fed dipole. I made it out of 
number 14 gauge uninsulated wire, all I had handy. I cut one side of the 
diople to 44' the other side to 22'. I then put a center insulator in 


between the two pieces of wire. I then soldered some 450 ohm ladderline 
to the antenna wires. Then I put some end insulators on the wire. Next, 
because I didn't have a lot of rope, I just tied the rope to the 
insulator, of course after I got the rope up in the tree. I then 
stretched the antenna, the side of the antenna that was 22' long, and I 
went to the edge of my house, in the bushes, about 5' high, and I puta 
fence post in the ground. I then tied the inlulator off at the post and 
managed to the center insulator close to a weeping willow tree and I 

ran the 450 ohm ladderline down the tree, the tree was about 7' tall, 
and I ran the ladderline about 1" or so underground. I came in the 
house and hooked everything up. I hooked up my FT-840 and turned down 
the power to about 5 watts. I called CQ on 30 mtrs and N8FYU from MI 
came back to me. He gave me a 529 and I gave him a 559. I ran some 
tests between this antenna and my 80 mtr dipole fed with RG-8X. He 

said my signal was 559 with it, but there was some QSB on the bands. 
Then I worked XE2DV and 6D2X with 5 watts. Then VP2VF, Dirk who is 

real big into Ten-Ten, had a pile up going. He got me on about the 
third time. I said AE4. He said AE4. I said AE4JM, 5 watts ur 59 
Alabama. He said Wow, 5 watts, your doing fine, he was still commenting 
about my signal to the next station he worked. I tried to get OA4SS 
QRP, but no luck. I'm going to say a wordy dirdy and say I went QRO 

100 watts and got him on the first or second try. These contacts 

were made on 15 mtr SSB except for the MI station on 30 mtr CW. 

This is a great antenna, maybe not the best but it will due for me. 

The next antenna that I am going to try is also from the help of 
the QRP-L. It is a regular old plain jane diople. I am going to make 
it out of number 16 or 18 insulated wire. I haven't made up my mind 
yet, blue or black insulation. Hee Hee! I will make it 48' long. 

It will be about 24' on each side. Then I will put an insulator 

in the middle and feed it with RG-8X probably. I then take two 
aligator clips and put about 11' feet of the same kind of wire 
soldered onto the aligator clips. I will put a sinker or rock or 
something on the bottom of the wire so that when I take and scratch 
a little bit of the insulation off of the two ends of the dipole to 
attach the aligator clips, then the rock will go on the bottom of 
the wire so that it will stay down and not flop everywhere. The 
antenna is for 30 meters, then when I add the alligator clips it will 
be for 40 meters. It would be possible to have two sets of clip 
leads and the make the antenna for 20 mtrs. 

The third antenna that I want to try is a 33' long vertical. 

I also got this one from a member of the QRP-L. Take 33' of wire 

and attach it to one end of the 450 ohm ladderline. Throw it up 

in a tree, then take another piece of 33' long wire and attach 

it to the other side of the 450 ohm ladderline and run it across the 
ground. I haven't had much input on this antenna. But I did 

get it from a generous ham on the net. I will probably use insulated 
wire fro this antenna also. 

So these are the antennas that I am going to try here at my 


house to see which one I like best for camping in boyscouts and camporees. 
I really appreciate all of the help from everyone on the list. It is 

a great list.

Excuse my musings but I wanted to say some positive things about 
qrp. I know I'm preaching to the choir but nevertheless... 


I'm often asked by QROers (or should I say non-QRPers) "If you 
want to work that DX station, or more of those other stations in that 
contest, why don't you just turn up your power?" And I answer "Because 
the object is to work that DX station or those other stations using QRP! 
To turn up the power would defeat the purpose of being QRP. On occasion 
(rarely I must add) I have turned up the power when my objective changed 
to just working the station, regardless of the power - usually to work 
some rare dx. But I don't even do that anymore." 


I've been accused of being a "parasite" on more than one occasion, 
using the power, antenna system, and skill of the QRO operator in order to 
make the qso work. Hmmm, on some occasions that's probably pretty much 
true. In most cases it isn't true. The whole business of 5W qrp being 
only about 4 s-units below a kw is true. I would guess that most US/VE 
operators run around 100 watts. 100 watts is about 15 db (2 1/2 s units) 
louder than 4 watts. Lots of stations brag about hearing each other s9 + 
20-30-40db! It doesn't take a rocket scientist to figure out that 15 db 
(or 4 s-units for that matter) below those levels is perfectly readable! 


When qro signals are down in the noise is when we can have 
trouble. I know I suffer from really high line noise levels at this qth 
(that's why I've finally ordered an ANC-4!). Signals in the noise are 
difficult to copy - BUT I know that one of the skills I've developed is 
the ability to pull stuff out of high noise and heavy qrm. In DX 
contests, I've noticed that most DXers also have that skill. For that 
matter so do the really good QRO operators when they are really trying to 
hear the DX. If QROers are making casual contacts, some don't want to be 
bothered with the work of dragging some punny signal out of the noise. 
That's OK, they don't have to if they don't want to. 


Equipment-wise, I've never had such really good equipment until 
I concentrated on QRP. My keyers, paddles, antennas, and rigs are 
better than when I was QRO. My signals are probably more stable, 
cleaner, and better keyed than they have ever been. I used to build my 


own equipment in my early ham career. It worked great and I had a ball 
with it, but I had lots of drift, chirp (even with purple glowing voltage 
regulator tubes), and poor keying. I've started building again and it's 
great stuff. It's cheaper, more fun, and more attractive than stuff I 
used to build. It better working than my commercial stuff too. Don't get 
me wrong, the commercial stuff serves a purpose and certainly has more 
bells and whistles. I even own a commercial qrp rig (the QRP+, it's great 
and costs about 1/2 of what the QRO rigs go for). 


Then there is the matter of style. I'ma sailor (a frustrated 
sailor out here in the desert) and I've been asked by my "stink potter" 
friends (power boaters for you uninitiated) why don't I get a power boat 
-'cuz it would go faster? Of course the answer is "I don't want to go 
faster - I want to go better, prettier, more elegantly, and with STYLE!" 
I've operated power boats but, in my opinion, sailing takes commitment, 
skill, and a willingness to do it the old-fashioned way! Sounds similar 
to QRP values! 


Enjoy, and I look forward to working you all!

No. Bigger than about 18 gauge and you have a problem with 
getting all the turns through the core. Smaller than 32 gauge and it's 
pretty easy to break the wire (and the Q is a little lower). In between 
it will not make a bit of difference. I would use the thicker of the 


two you have for purely mechanical considerations- it's stronger. 


And contrary to what's been put forth on the list previously, 
insulated wire can also be used. The insulation won't make a whit of 
difference. Yes, it will lower the inductance per turn by an 
infinitisimal amount. Yes, it will change the distributed capacitance by a tiny 
amount. Neither effect will have any dire consequences. The 
larger diameter of the insulated wire will make it tough to get all the 
turns on. Finally, Radio shack sells wire-wrap wire. Silver plated 
28g (?30) wire with thin teflon insulation- it would do fine. But they also sell 
enameled (magnet) wire (22,26 & 28, I think 3 spools in a pak). 


One more note. You will increase the distributed capacitance 
more by getting the beginning of the winding too close to the end of the 
winding. So in general you try to have some space between the beginning 
and end of the winding, but it doesn't matter all that much. However, 
using really large diameter wire will force you to scruntch ALL the 
wires together in the middle of the core, including several turns at 
both the beginning and the end. That will increase distributed 
Capacitance more- perhaps enough to actually make a difference when you go to 
resonate the thing with an external capacitor, although I doubt it. 


Someone was bound to mention this; thought I'd pre-empt them. If 


anyone has actual data, I'd be curious about the magnitude of that 
effect.

missing. took them all off and used 88t black tape and silcone sealer 
on them. Also maintenance-wise; my swr would go bonkers quite often 
so when the weather FINALLY cooperated when I had a day off I put 

up a new run of rg-213...NO HELP! When the antenna god deemed me 
worthy of climbing the roof again I lowered the A-3 to roof level 
(its on a RS telescoping mast) and took all elements apart, sanded, 
steel wool,the whole thing.

and great. Two days later...same old swr problem back...grrrrr!!!! 
Some luck! friend with a-3 selling his. I conned him into borrowing 
his traps.

Hi Kris, QRP can mask a multitude of evils. If your 
resonant half-wave dipole is fed with a natural 
number of half-wavelengths of coax, most of the 

RF will flow back down the outside of the coax braid 
instead of into the other half of the dipole. You 
might as well save some weight and forget the other 
half of the dipole. At QRP levels, you may not even 
notice that half your power is being radiated from 
the feedline. Is it bad? Maybe, maybe not. The point 
is, even using a half-wavelength resonant antenna 
and coax, one still needs to know what one is doing. 
If one wants to avoid feedline radiation from a 
balanced antenna being fed with unbalanced feedline, 
one should install a 1:1 current choke/balun (some 
turns of coax) at the antenna feedpoint. 


300 ohm ladder-line is lighter, cheaper, and less 
lossy than coax. All one has to learn is how to 


match it. It is definitely a better choice for a 
balanced antenna. It moves any problem to the 
operating position where it can be easily solved.

Hey Dave and Gang, 

No problem, but my name is Matt. Hee Hee! Okay this is what I done. 
I took and check my battery, the voltage was low, about 11 volts. So, 
I charged it a little bit. I then checked it and I was showing about 
13 or 14 volts, I thought it's charged. I hooked up my NorCal 40A, put 
about a 30mA load on it, on rcv. Then I transmitted, I showed about 130 
mA, at about 12 or 13 volts. So, hum, that is a little bit low, 130mA, 
suppose to be around 225mA on tx. So I noticed after I sent a string 
of dits, it started clicking badly, not straight key clicks, I was 
using the KC1, sounds like I checked the battery without a load and it 
showed me a false figure of 13 or 14 volts. So I charged it overnight 
I think and maybe about 4 or 5 more hours. I then checked it and it 
was about 13 volts. I put the NorCal 40A on it and it showed about 
20mA, that is what it was before NOTE:I put 30mA above, it was 20mA. 

So 20mA or 25mA on rcv with a 25mA load it was showing about 
13 volts, on tx with a 260mA, different from above when it was showing 
130mA tx, it showed about 12 volts. I tx for a little while and played 
around with the batter a little while longer with my 40A, calling CQ 
and stuff. It is still going Strong. I forget who asked, but I am 
using a Radio Shack model 22-204C. It is a 43 range analog multimeter. 
It looks like one of the older ones, big meter, handle on top, it was 


given to me buy a local ham who had a newer one. 

So it sounds like the battery was taking a charge, and is working 
great.
